Whiie the result of the democratic 
primary was a surprise in many ways 
it proved conclusively that the demo­ 
cratic machine is still in power and 
has control of the democratic politics 
in Jackson county.

The victory of Hays over Wesner 
for prosecutor was very discisive. i 
Hays carried every precinct in the 
county and received 
almost three 
times as many votes as his opponent. 
Of the 3544 votes cast for prosecuting 
attorney in Scott and Jackson coun­ 
ties, Hays received over 2,500 votes. 
The race between Branam an and 
Shields for representative resulted in 
Branam an receiving over double the 
number of votes cast for Shields. 
The “ wet’’ and “ d ry ” question was 
apparently an important factor in the 
primary, and the results show that 
the majority of the democrats in this 
county have, at least, “ wet" tenden­ 
cies. 
In several townships where the 
question was fought openly, the “ wet" 
candidates were given heavy majori­ 
ties. In Washington township Shields 
and Wesner each received 10 votes

In a few p laces the p retty custom 
surv iv es for hap p y married lov ers to 
rep air y early to their courtship tree 
and recut and keep clear the heart 
and intertwined initials of their early 
v ows. 
In the town of Ecaussines in Bel­ 
g ium a lov er and a tree founded a 
custom observ ed for sev eral centuries. 
A shy y outh there, not daring 
to 
sp eak his lov e, sJip p ed into the cot­ 
tag e g arden of his sweetheart under 
cov er of darkness, and p lanted beside 
her door-stone a beautiful y oung w hite 
birch. In the morning , without words, 
the whlsp e.ring leav es of the g raceful 
messeng er conv ey ed 
their messag e. 
The g irl g uessed who had set the tree, 
6ent for the y outh, encourag ed and 
accep ted him. 
The story became known, and estab­ 
lished an anniv ersary custom observ ed 
on ev ery thirtieth of Ap ril. Gradually 
the day dev elop ed into a courtship fes­ 
tiv al. long p urely local, but in recent 
y ears of wider scop e. 
Not only did 
the lov ers of Ecaussines court their 
sweethearts with p lanting and p ersua­ 
sion, but bachelors and widowers from 
surrounding towns throng ed the v il­ 
lag e to choose wiv es from among the 
orp haned wards of the municip ality , 
who were then g iv en in marriag e in 
acordance with their choice and the 
may or’s discretion, or to seek them 
among the more fortunate maidens of 
the p lace, rep uted more inclined to be 
woed on that day than any other. 
Indeed, so hig hly are the maids of 
Ecaussines esteemed both for modesty 
and beauty , and so satisfactory has 
the day of courtship p rov ed, that a new 
dev elop ment occurred last y ear.

Writers whose

without their consent 
by successful 
p lay wrig hts are entitled 
to all the 
p rofits of the p lay s, the court holds. 
The decision was in the suit which 
Henry J. W. Dam, a writer, who has 
since died, broug ht four y ears ag o 
ag ainst the Kirk La Shelle Theatrical 
Comp any , when it was p roducing “The 
Heir to the Hoorah” ail ov er the coun­ 
try with g reat success. 
Mr. Dam wrote a short story called 
“The Transmog rification of Dan” some 
y ears ag o. It was about a p rosp ector, 
who discov ers a rich mine. 
Becoming 
wealthy he marries into society and 
lets himself be bullied and desp ised 
by his wife and mother-in-law, until 
his son is born. Then he recov ers his 
self-resp ect and dig nity throug h the 
resp onsibilities 
of 
fatherhood. 
Mr. 
Dam sold it for $ 85 to the Smart Set, 
which cop y rig hted and p rinted it. 
At 
a theater sev eral y ears later, Mr. Dam 
declared, he was considerably surp rised 
to recog nize his little eig ht-p ag e story 
in Paul Armstrong ’s successful p lay , 
“The Heir to the Hoorah.” 
Mr. Dam 
g ot the Smart Set to assig n him its 
interest in the cop y rig ht. 
Then he 
started suit ag ainst the Kirk La Shelle 
comp any . 
Andrew Gilhooley , of 5 
Beekman 
street, Mr. Dam’s lawy er, contended 
that when a p lay wrig ht dramatizes a 
cop y rig hted story without the consent 
of the author all the p rofits realized 
from the p lay should be awarded to 
the author, ev en thoug h the dramatist 
may hav e incorp orated additional mat­ 
ter. 
After Mr. Dam’s death the suit was 
carried on by his widow, Dorothy Dorr, 
the actress. 
Oddly enoug h. Mr. Dam 
wrote his story , which was founded 
on the insp iration of fatherhood, not 
long after the birth of his own son. 
In its decision y esterday the United 
States Circuit Court of Ap p eals holds 
that the infring ement of the cop y rig ht 
consisted of the use of the theme of 
the story , the chang e p roduced in the 
character of a husband by becoming 
a father. 
“A p lay wrig ht,” say s the court, "who 
ap p rop riates the theme of another's 
story cannot, in our op inion, escap e 
the charg e of infring ement by adding 
to or slig htly v ary ing its incidents 
ev en if none of the lang uag e of the 
story is used in the p lay . 
“In our op inion, the p lay wrig ht de­ 
liberately ap p rop riated the story and 
dramatized it.” 
As to comp ensation for the infring e­ 
ment, the court say s in substance that, 
to adjudg e all the p lay ’s p rofits to the 
author of the story , who took no finan­ 
cial risks in p roducing the p lay , seems 
at first unjust, but the author of a 
•story could not p rov e how much he 
was damag ed or how much of the p rof­ 
its he deserv ed. 
Neither could he fol­ 
low the theatrical comp any all ov er 
the counfiry , seeking relief throug h in 
junctions. 
Making the theatrical com 
p any accountable for all the p rofits 
was the only way to keep cop y rig hted 
hut undramatized books and stories 
from being ap p rop riated. 
The com­ 
p lainant was entitled to recov er the 
whole p rofits from the p lay .

knife, after the manner o f his race. 
The lad’s first Impulse—so he after­ 
ward related—was to turn and run fo r 
his life; but this he knew, after a mo ­ 
ment’s co nsideratio n, wo uld be unav ail­ 
ing . and wo uld, mo reo v er, be no t o nly 
equiv alent to a co nfessio n o f co wardice, 
but wo uld Increase his dang er. 
His nex t tho ug ht was to sho ut alo ud 
fo r help; but then It struck him that 
pro bably he co uld no t make himself 
heard, and ev en if he co uld, the do ubt 
thus ex pressed as to the Indian’s peace­ 
able intentio ns mig ht ang er the sav ag e, 
in which ev ent his deadly wo rk co uld 
be acco mplished befo re any o ne co uld 
co me to the bo y ’s assistance.

Blo nde Race* Fail to Thriv e ia Cli­ 
mate Like American .No rthwest. 
Charles E, Woodruff, of Manila, P. 
I., discusses in the Medical Record the 
phy sical degeneration what is found to 
o ccur in north European races when 
they settle in the dry, b right atmos­ 
phere of 
the American 
norrtiwest. 
Altho ugh the 
first generation 
does 
■well, the second one is feeb le, easily 
attacked 
b y tub erculosis and other 
chro nic diseases and the families die 
o ut in a few generations. 
The b ru­ 
nette races do well in b right sunshine, 
I>ecau8 e they are accustomed to it, 
while the blo ndes are made nervous 
¡by it. 
But it is the northern b londe 
races that give us the strong b rains 
that we need to perpetuate our na­ 
tio n, and these do not come from the 
brunette races o f the south. 
It is im­ 
po rtant 
fo r us 
to preserve these 
blo nde ty pes, and to that end it 13 
necessary that physicians should ad­ 
vise them to keep from the influences 
that injure them. 
The b est Aryan 
blo o d is b eing wasted from our na­ 
tio n at present. 
Scandinavian coloni­ 
sation is impossib le in the tropics. 
The average b rain weight and intelli­ 
gence increase as we go north in Eu­ 
ro pe, and 
this 
b rain weight 
does 
count. 
We should favor the emigra­ 
tion o f these northern races and pre­ 
serv e them as far as possib le. 
West­ 
ern 
and 
southern Alaska furnish a 
climate that is congenial to them. 
As 
a health resort for neurasthenics It is 
also o f value, the cool, damp air b eing 
helpful and q uieting to the 
nervous 
sy stem.

chot investigation the veracity of Sec­ 
retary Ballinger in his communications 
to 
President 
Taft 
was 
questioned, 
and in each instance Arthur P. Da­ 
vis. chief engineer of the reclamation 
service, declared that the secretary’s 
representations to the president were 
not 
in 
accordance 
with 
the 
facts. 
Gifford Pinchot and his friends seem -, 
ed pleased with the day’s work. 
Although he declared b efore taking 
the witness stand that he preferred 
not to testify. Davis showed no reluc­ 
tance in giving testimony which ap­ 
parently was more favorab le to the 
prosecution than anything that has 
b een presented to the committee since 
Glavis left the stand. 
He was ex­ 
tremely careful, however, to refrain 
from questioning Secretary Ballinger's 
motives and related only facts as he 
knew them. 
The most important testimony given 
b y Davis had to do with Secretary i 
Ballinger's letter to President Taft in 
answer to the charges made against 
him. 
Asked as to the facts in connection 
with this statement, Mr. Davis said 
that he had b een summoned to Ballin­ 
ger’s apartment on March 17 last, and 
had b een informed b y Mr. Ballinger, 
among other things, that the Garfield 
withdrawals were illegal. 
The secre­ 
tary told him, Davis testified, to pre­ 
pare the list showing the withdrawals 
made b y Garfield, with a recommenda­ 
tion that the same b e restored to the 
pub lic domain. 
Davis said he regard­ 
ed this as a mandatory order and in 
ob edience to it b e made the recom­ 
mendation quoted b y Secretary Bal­ 
linger in his letter to the president. 
Questioned b y Chairman Nelson, Mr. 
Davis said that b oth the Garfield with­ 
drawals and the Ballinger restorations 
were within the law and that a ques­ 
tion of policy rather than law was in­ 
volved. 
The accuracy of Secretary Ballinger 
on this sub ject was again questioned 
w’hen George H. Pepper, counsel for 
Pinchot. introduced a letter written b y 
the secretary of the interior to Thos.
